HORRIBLE AFFAIR! , 
Irrest of 8 Fusrldi* Slaves. 
DESPERATE RESISTANCE. 

A CHILD SLAIN BV ITS MOTHEA. 

The Negree* Demanded from the U. S. Mar.hal 
hy virtue ef a Writ ef Habeas Ceraws-He at< 
first Rerases, thea Coquettes, aad Flaailf 
(easeate -The People (■rewlaaDseplylaler-

Scarcely ever did we witneas. iu thi* city, greater 
excitement than that occasioned yesterday after- 
noon by the arrest of a number of fugitive slaves, 
their desperate resistance rad a tragic event in 
connection therewith. The circum>’asees, t* elic- 
ited by diligent inquiry, are about as follows: 

Night before last, sight fugitive slaves, two men, 
two women and fsur chikiscn, the property •• Mr 
James Marshall and of Mr. Archibald Games, both 
of whom reside near Rich wood Station, in Boone 
county. Kentucay. ran away from their masters. 
To expedite their flight a team of horses snd a 
sleigh, belonging to Mr Gaines, were brought into 
requisition. They struck the roud for Cincinnati, 
thinking undoubtedly to take the underground 
railway at this point tor Canada. Tho distance. 18 
miles, was soon made, rad. arriving at Covington, 
they crossed tbe ice to thi* city. 

Unfortunately for tbem their pursuer* were c!o*e 
on their track, aa they became aware before their 
Anolitioa friends could provide for tbe.r departure 
or concealment. They soaght refuge end obtained 
it for a short while in the house of n negro, on the 
road, about one mile below tho v ill Creek bridge. 
Their pursuers, it seems, were too eaift for them, 
and cams upon them iu time to ascertain their re- 
treat. The house wa* closely watAed while a 
messenger, in the person of Mr. Guinea, went te 
procure a warrant trom United States Commission- 
er Bendery, for their arrest a* fugitive slaves 
The application was raecessful. and at noon 
(Marshal Robinson being absent from the city) the 
warrant wa* placed in the hand* of Deputy Mar- 
shal John Ellis, who in connection with n strong 
, posse, including officer* Francis a>.d butts, of Cov- 
ington, proceeded to the spot to eff ct the capture 
of the Degroes. 

Arriving at the premise*, word eras sent the fu- 
gitives to surrender. A firm and decided negati/e 
was the response. The officers, bucked by a Urae 
crewd, then made s descent. Breaking open the 
door*, they were assailed by the negroes with 
cudgels end pistol*. Several allots were fir d, but 
only one took effect, so far a* we could ascertain. 

A bullet struck a man named John Patterson, > ne 
of the Marshal s deputies, tearing off a finger of his 
right hand and dislocating several of his teeth. 
No other of the officers was injured, the ney>>>»» 
being rendered powerlzss before they 00 old n loud 
then weapons. 

On looking arUnad, horrible was the sight which 
met the eyes of the officers. In one corner of tbe 
mom was a negro child bleeding to death . Hu 
throat was cut from ear to ear, rad the blow) was 
spouting out profusely, shewing that the d -ed was 
but recently committed . isenredy wa* this fset sc- 
ticsd.wheu a scream iscu ing frsmnn adjoining room 
drew their attention thither. A planet into the 
apartment revealed a negro women holding ia her 
baud a. knife literally driupirg with gore over the 
head* of two little ne fro children, who were crouched 
to the floor and altering tbe «rivt whose > jrpi.iaed 
pea!* had first startled thrm. Quickly the knife 
was wrenched from the hand of the infuriated ne- 
gress, rad a more close invcstigu'.iofi ins ut tiled as 
to the condition of the infants. They were discov- 
ered *0 be cat across the head and Moulders, but 
not very seriously injured, although the blood trick- 
led down their bock* and upon their sleeves. 

The negre-s avowed heiself the mother of the 
children, aud said tbit she had killed one, rad 
would like to kill the three others rattier than see 
them again reduced to slavery. By this time the 
crewd about the premises had become prouiaious, 
sad it wa* with ao inconsiderable fiiffctilty that 
the negroes were secured in carriages and breaght 
to the United States District Court Rooms. F >nrth 
street. The populace followed the vehielea closely, 
but evinced no active derire to effect a rescue. Ru- 
mor* of the story soon circulated all over thc eity. 

, Nor were they exaggeiated, os ta usually th- case. 
The iacidents were teo horrible in themseirss to 
need exaggeration. For once, reality surpooeed 
the wildest thought ef fiction. 

| The door tva* besieged with applicants for ad- 
mission. bnt all, efiWrs alone excepted, were re- 
fused edmitUtace. U. S. Commissioner Pt tilery

After the crowd bad mostly dispersed, the ne- 
groes were removed to the Hammond-street Station 
, House, and there confined daring the afternoon. 
Here, a* in tbe former case, access was dera -1 all 
executing officers and friends of the masters. Toe 
application of this rule seemed som -whst todispiease 
aa aaiiableioohong gentleman, whose meek and mod- 
est mien were generally voted to be those <>f an 
Abolitionist. 

Toward evening Deputy Sheriff Jeff. Buekin. -ham 
arrived with a writ of habea • corpus from Judge 
Burgoyne, of the Probate Court, requiring the pro- 
duction of the negroes forthwith before Mn:. and 
summoning Deputy Marshals Bennett and E.iij to 
snow sause why they made the arrest To this 
proposal, so far as the production of tbe negroes 
was concerned, Bennett at first refused to accede, 
claiming that, under Judge McLean's ruliug. no 
btate Court had a right to demand ar.d enforce the 
presence of prisoners held under the United States 
law.

ty's by which, for the parpora of satisfyinv the de-

Besides, Deputy 
Marshal Libs called on nil the people, in the name 
of the United States, to assist, and flourished a huge 
revolver, rad threatened to r.*e it, if the emergoBcy 
1 required, sooner than relinquish his prisoner- 

By thi* time the slave* were qp stairs, hot with 
them wss Jeff. Bucki%Uam, who soon appeared at 
the balcony, rad, in a loud voice, requested the 
friends of justice and “state's Rights” to inform 
.Sheriff Bnuthears of hU position, and request him to 
send * etrfflcient force to secure poese-rioa of the 
negroes in accordance with the requirement of the 
Probate Genrt. 

The commotion unused by this annnnnremeci 
brought another crowd te tfie spot, which tormen- 
ted for a half hour, and then dwindled away u* the 
prospect of a collision grew less and less apparent.
